Agamemnon has dis- 
pleased the Gods by some unknown act, his forces 
( which are represented in the background of the tapes- 
try) are being beaten. The soothsayer Calchas has 
informed the King that nothing will appease the wrath 
of the Gods except the sacrifice of his daughter, 
Iphigenia. By doing this the soothsayer predicts that 
the battle will turn in the King's favor. 

King Agamemnon stands about in the center with 
a knife in hand and his crown at his feet, about to 
sacrifice his daughter. Opposite him stands his wife, 
Clytemnestra, with Iphigenia at her side and her ladies- 
in-waiting close by. The expression of terror on the 
daughter's face is easily noticed, while the feeling of 
pity upon the face of Agamemnon is wonderful, when 
we realize that such tapestries were woven from the 
back, stitch by stitch, with a mirror on the front side 
that the weavers might carry the picture. 

The myth ends by Diana interfering and changing 
Iphigenia into a goat, which is sacrificed in her stead. 
Diana carries Iphigenia off to the Tauris where she 
becomes a priestess in the Temple of the Goddesses. 
A more complete story of this myth will be found in 
Myers' Classic Myths.
